C OMPOSITION is important in 
every kind of picture taking, 
because it Is the way the subject 
matter of a picture is arranged. 
When all of the elements in a 
picture are arranged in a pleasing 
fashion, then you have a picture 
that's pleasant to look at and I’m 
sure that’s what we all want in 
our snapshooting. 
A picture that is well composed 
tells just one story, and tells it so 
well that a glance will tell you 
why the picture was taken. This 
means that you must s‘udy the 
scene carefully in the camera's 
viewfinder so that you don’t get 
parts of two or three other stories 
in it. 
When you take a picture of a 
little girl playing in the backyard 
sandbox, and on one side you see 
a neighbor hanging out the family 
wash and on the other side you 
have half of a man changing a 
tire on an automobile — that’s a 
picture that has parts of several 
stories and kills the punch of the 
main story you want to tell. It 
is as though you had taken an 
article from this newspaper, cu! 
the paragraphs apart, and inserted 
at random, lines from other u n­ 


related stories. Obviously, it would 
be a very garbled hodge-podge. 
And some pictures I've seen are 
just that! 
In taking the same picture, If 
the photographer moved in closer 
to the little girl and her playing 
in the sandbox — chances are good 
ne’d have a pleasing picture that 
tells its story simply well.

But in a scenic view, if it 
isn’t well composed you just don’t 
have anything at all. 
Probably the greatest difficulty 
in composing a scenic view is being 
able to separate what we can see 
with our eyes from what we can 
see in the camera’s viewfinder.

For the second time in a week, 
a roll-call vote in the House of 
Representatives reversed previous 
action taken on the floor in a non- 
record vote, and by a roll-call vot( 
of 196 to 201 the House turnee 
down an amendment to the De 
partm ent of Agriculture Approp 
riations bill which would have fur­ 
ther reduced from $195 million tc 
140 million the funds provided for 
soil conservation through the Agri­ 
cultural 
Conservation 
Payment 
, program. The House adopted, how­ 
ever, an amendm ent changing the 
limitation of payments to parti­ 
cipants in this program from $2,500 
to $1 ,000, though of course few 
farm ers qualify for anything like 
either of these amounts. 
The Appropriations Committee 
had reduced the amount for ACP 
payments 
from 
$250,000,000 
to 
$195,000,000, and the chairman of 
the committee and some of the 
other members were in favor of 
reducing this amount still further, 
and as stated above, in the Com­ 
mittee of the Whole the amount 
was reduced with the adoption of 
an amendment cutting the amount 
,by $55 million more. 
This appropriations bill provides 
direct appropriations for regular 
activities of the Department of 
Agriculture of $712,308.328; loan 
authorizations for REA and F arm ­ 
ers Home Administration of $347,- 
500,000; 
administrative 
expense 
authorizations of the Department 
amount to 
$21,005,000; 
and 
an 
appropriation of $439,500 for spec­ 
ial activities. The amount recom­ 
mended for the regular activities 
j is $24,301,505 less than the 1953 
appropriation and $37,101,014 be­ 
low the budget estimates. As w?as 
stated in this column last week 
the Department oí Agriculture is 


the only departm ent of government 
which since 1940 has reduced both 
its expenditures and personnel. 
A rather significant statement 
was made by Congressman Jamie 
Whitten, of Mississippi, ranking 
minority member of the sub-com­ 
m ittee on Appropriations, in the 
debate on this bill when he asked, 
“Did you know we spend twice 
as much each yean on the handling 
and delivery of our mail as we do 
all the activities of the Department 
of Agriculture?"

Eggs don’t have to be fried, boiled, 
poached, or scrambled to count as that 
egg a day. The smart homemaker 
knows that they can be used in recipes, 
raw or cooked, and still score on the 
day’s nutrition chart.

"sneaked” into custards, puddings, 
coatings for fried foods, gravy, mashed 
potatoes, French toast, or muffins.

It is just as important for you to 
store eggs carefully as it is for the 
poultry farmer or grocer. 


On hot, summed days/make eggs 
your last purchase, add 
them home 
and into the refrigerator as soon as 
possible. Wipe off soilwf Spots with a 
damp cloth, for eggs with clean shells 
keep best. Because washing removes 
the protective "bloom,” egg* should 
not be washed until just before vising. 
Many of the newer standard »ee* 
frigerators have door shelves or eg|i 
baskets designed especially lor egg 
storage. Store enough eggs if» these 
receptacles for two or three days use; 
otherwise keep eggs in covered con* 
tainers. Without a cover, eggs lose 
moisture faster and are more likelyjo 
absorb unpleasant odors. 


Eggs can be stored anywhere’ in a 
moist-cold refrigerator without a cover. 
If you are in doubt as to how they 
should be stored in your refrigerator, 
refer to your refrigerator instruction 
booklet. 
Since eggs can be frozen successfully, 
thought should be given to freezing 
them while they are in large supply 
and inexpensive. Only high quality 
eggs should be frozen. Check your 
freezer instruction booklet for recom­ 
mended methods. 


I f f Coekary Tips 


One important role applies to all method* 
of egg cookery—a!way* cook slowly with 
low to moderate heat. Like most protein 
foods, eggs cooked at too high heat become 
tough and leathery and lose their delicate 
flavor. 
Slow cooking in water just below the boil­ 
ing point and rapid cooling under cold, run­ 
ning water will prevent a green ring from 
forming around the yolk of bard-cooked egga. 


Scrambled eggs will stay fiu fly and 
and will not stick to the skillet if cooked at 
the right temperature.

The bill does not go so far as 
lo req u ire ev e iy d riv er to carry 
liability insurance. But its provis­ 
ions are strict enough to have that 
v irtual effect. 
In m ost cases, it 
would be easier for a d riv er in­ 
volved in an accident to m eet the 
law ’s req u irem en ts w ith an insur­ 
ance policy than by providing other 
proof that he could cover dam age 
claims. 
E very d riv er involved in an ac­ 
cident in w hich a person is injured 
or killed, or in w hich property 
dam age exceeds $100, must report 
it to the state director of revenue. 
T h at is in addition to the report to 
law en forcem ent officials required 
by existing laws. 
T h e director then m ay suspend 
the d riv e r’s license unless he can 
file a certificate of insurance, a 
bond, a deposit of money or secu­ 
rity or a certificate of self-in su r­ 
ance. To be acceptable ttie insur­ 
ance coverage m ust be at least 
$10,000 for tw o deaths, $5,000 for 
one d eath and $2,000 for property 
dam age. 
The law does not apply to trucks 
and 
Public S ervice Commission, 
w hich h av e th e ir ow n insurance 
requirem ents.

Bill Tightening 
Insurance Law 
JEFFERSON CITY (/P) — Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly signed today a ' 
jill tightening up the Missouri 
drivers’ 
financial 
responsibility 
law. 
The bill does not go so far as 
to require every driver to carry 
liability insurance. But its provis­ 
ions are strict enough to have that 
virtual effect. In most cases, it 
would be easier for a driver in­ 
volved in an accident to meet the 
law's requirements with an insur­ 
ance policy than by providing other 
proof that he could cover damage 
claims. 
Every driver involved in an ac­ 
cident in which a person is injured 
or killed, or in which property 
damage exceeds $100, must report 
it to the state director of revenue. 
That is in addition to the report to 
law* enforcement officials required 
by existing laws. 
The director then may suspend 
the driver’s license unless he can 
file a certificate of insurance, a 
bond, a deposit of money or secu­ 
rity or a certificate of self-insur­ 
ance. To be acceptable the insur­ 
ance coverage must be at least 
$10,000 for two deaths, $5,000 for 
one death and $2,000 for property 
damage. 
The law d(**s not apply to trucks 
and Public Service Commission, 
which have their own insurance 
requirements.

An egg a day has never been pre­ 
scribed as a way of keeping the doctor 
i away. But one egg has so much good 
| food value that it seems like a good 
! substitution for the apple in that old 
familiar saying. 
Eggs don’t have to be fried, boiled, 
poached, or scrambled to count as that 
egg a day. The smart homemaker 
knows that they can be used in recipes, 
raw or cooked, and still score on the 
day’s nutrition chart. For family mem­ 
bers who don’t like eggs, they can be 
"sneaked” 
into 
custards, 
puddings, 
coatings for fried foods, gravy, mashed 
potatoes, French toast, or muffins. 


Tips on Buying Eggs 


H ow can yon tell when an egg i* of rood 
quality when all you can »ee 1» the •hall/ 
Because the shell of an egg reveals little 
about its quality, government gradings are 
stamped on egg cartons as your guide. Oert- 
erally speaking, a Grade AA or Grade A 
egg when removed from the shell has a turn, 
thick white which takes up a small area in 
the skillet and the yolk stands firm and hign. 
As the grade lowers, 
the white becomes 
tbinner and the yolk flattens out. 
Regardless of government grading, nutri­ 
tive value of eggs is the same. High quality 
eggs arc ideal for cooking in the shell, frying 
or poaching, where appearance is an im ­ 
portant factor. Lowtr qualities may be eco­ 
nom ical and are just as good for omelets, 
scrambling, and general cooking. 
W hen you select eggs for cooking, says the 
General Electric Consumers Institute, you 
w ill have to depend to a large extent upon 
government gradings, but here are a few 
things you can look for before making your 
purchase to be sure of a good buy. 
.In a fresh egg. the shell has a slightly 
rough texture and a dull appearance caused 
by the " b lo o m ” — a protective film which 
seals the pores and helps keep bacteria out. 
A shiny appearance indicates that the bloom 
has been removed by careless handling or age. 
Modern poultry farms refrigerate eggs im ­ 
mediately and observe every precaution to 
keep them fresh. W henever possible, Puf* 
chase eggs from 
stores which keep them 
under refrigeration, or from farmers txho 
you know observe precautions for keeping 
them fresh. Once allowed to stand at room 
temperature for as long as ) days, they may 
lose as much in quality as those kept in a 
refrigerator for 2 weeks. 
G rade A, Extra Large, white eggs are not 
always the best purchase. The size as given 
on egg cartons is determined by weight, with 
an average egg weighing about 2 ounces.

T h e color of an egg tells nothing about 
the egg itself, even though white eggs are 
often more expensive. Brown or white, eggs 
have the same food value, flavor, and quality 
when given the same government grading. 


G ood H um * Storage Im portant 


It 
is just as important for you 
to 
store cfips carefully as it is for the 
poultry farmer or grocer. 


On hot, summed 
make eggs 
your last purchase, aifd get them home 
and into the refrigerator as soon as 
possible. Wipe off soilttf spots with a 
damp cloth, for eggs with klean shells 
keep best. Because washing removes 
the protective "bloom,” eggs should 
not be washed until just before vising- 


Many of the newer standard »re­ 
frigerators have door shelves or eg|C 
baskets designed especially for egg 
storage. Store enough eggs in these 
receptacles for two or three days use; 
otherwise keep eggs in covered con­ 
tainers. Without a cover, eggs lose 
moisture faster and are more likelyjto 
absorb unpleasant odors. 
, 


Eggs can be stored anywhere in a 
moist-cold refrigerator without a cover. 
If you are in doubt as to how they 
should be stored in your refrigerator, 
refer to your refrigerator instruction 
booklet. 


Since eggs can be frozen successfully, 
thought should be given to freezing 
them while they are in large supply 
and inexpensive. Only high quality 
eggs should be frozen. Check your 
freezer instruction booklet for recom­ 
mended methods. 


Egg Cookory Tip« 


One important rule applies to all methods 
of egg cookery— always cook slowly with 
low to moderate heat. Like most 
protein 
foods, eggs cooked at too high heat become 
tough and leathery and lose their delicate 
flavor. 
Slow cooking in water just below the b o lt­ 
ing point and rapid cooling under cold, ru n ­ 
ning water will prevent a green ring from 
forming around the yolk of hard-cooked eggs. 


Scrambled eggs will stay fluffy and »oft 
and will not stick to the »killet if cooked at 
the fight temperature. 
Fried eggs will 
have »oft, 
welt-cooked 
whites 
and

T o prevent curdling when making custards 
or other dishes that call for milk to be added 
to the egg. mix sugar with the CKR and not 
with the milk.

L>0 not 
overcook. 
For greatest volum e, allow- egg white* «.o 
warm to room temperature (70-75°F) befoie 
beating. 
T o combine beaten egg whites with other 
mixtures, fold (do not stir) other mixture 
into egg white w ith a light, under-and-oser 
motion.

NO “MAGIC” AGAINST TB 
Even in this age of “ wonder 
drugs" no responsible person has 
laid claim to a cure-all for tuber­ 
culosis, still the No. 1 killer among 
infectious diseases. Even with the 
best of known drugs and the most 
up-to-date surgery, treatment of 
TB is a long, slow process. It can 
be cured and can be prevented, 
but there are no “magical” short­ 
cuts. 
Even since 1882 when Robert 
Koch identified the tubercle bacil­ 
lus as the germ which causes tuber­ 
culosis, the search has goim for­ 
ward for drugs to combat it. But 
it is only in the last ten years that 
drug treatm ent has proved prac­ 
tical. The discovery of streptomy­ 
cin in 1943 introduced a new era 
in the fight against TB. It was the 
first drug to prove its value in 
treating this age-old disease.
